Education in the Army. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, November 17.—The annual 
report of Chaplain Mullen, of St. Louis, in 
charge of education in the army, has reached 
the Secretary of War. It shows that 105 
military posts and camps are sup- 
plied with teachers. The _ schools 
were attended during the year by 
1,586 enlisted men and 1,569 children, 987 of 
the latter being children of enlisted men, 370 
the €children of oflicers, and 412 those of 
civilians. At 32 posts there were no 
teachers. One hundred and forty-seven posts 
and camps have libraries with a total of 450,- 
709 volumes or 24% volumes to each enlisted 
man in the garrisen. The num- 
of books circulated per 
month is 22,836 or anaverage of 24% per man 
per month. A large number of papers and 
periodicals were also received and placed in 
the reading rooms, the average daily 
attendance upon which is 43,752. 
The report recommends the ppesage 
of the bill now pending providing for the 
employment of 150 teachers at the pay of a 
Commissary Sergeant,$34 per month, with an 
allowance for rations, room, ete., and wear- 
ing distinct uniform, He joins in the 
recommendation of several officers 
that a system of compulsory education 
be enforced among the men in certain cases, 
and in appessng tor a larger light fund for 
night schools, remarks that to furnish light 
for colored schools requires about one-third 
more burners than for the others.

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A Republican Political Dodge--The Stalwarts 
and the Republican Party. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, November 17.—The Demo- 
crats who were very angry when the Repub- 
licans unseated a half dozen of their mem- 
bersin the last House, will have opportu- 
nity to get even next session. Notices of 
contests are coming in from all quarters. In 
Republican Minnesota two or three are prom- 
ised, based on alleged irregularities in the 
election, and itis probable that two of the 
five Republican delegates from that State 
will be replaced by Democrats. The claim 
of Mr. Wm. Walter Phelps,late U. S. Minis- 
ter to Austria.to the seat from the Fifth New 
Jersey District, will be contested by John 
Ryle, on grounds of fraud in the election. 


Paul’s claim toa seat from the Seventh Vir- 
gine District will doubtless be contested by 

"Ferrall on grounds that the returns 
from certain of the precincts were sent in un- 
sealed, and it is very probable Mr. Paul will 
find little mercy at the hands of the side 
whose members he aided in unseating last 
session. Maxey, the Democratic candidate 
for Congressman at large from Virginia, has 
indicated that he believes himself fairl 
elected, and will therefore claim the seat. 
McKinley of Ohio, the tariff champion, will 
doubtless be ousted in short order, as to the 
man who looks through Democratic specta- 
cles his opponent has good grounds 
for contest. Between Jockery (Re- 
publican) and Jarvis (Democrat), candidates 
at large from North Carolina, there will 
doubtless be a contest, should Dockery claim 
the seat, as he doubtless will. In the Fifth 
Iowa District the failure of one of the Judg- 
es in one township to sign the returns gives 
opportunity for the rejection of the vote and 
the turning of the district majority from 23 
Republican votes to17 Democratic. In the 
Ninth Missouri District Gen. Broadhead will 
contest the seat claimed by McLean (Kepub- 
lican), on a margin of 21 votes. 

There are a number of others, the details 
of which have not come in yet, but it is prob- 
able the number will range as high as_ twen- 
ty-five and some say fifty. 

A HIGH TRUMP AND A DESPERATE GAME. 

It is whispered here that the Republicans 
will play a trump card in the political game 
next session in the shape of another arrears 
of pension bill. granting arrears of 
— to hundreds of thousands of sol- 

iers who have not yet applied, and thus 
making it impossible for the Democrata in 
their next Congress to reduce the expendi- 
tures of the Government as they hope to do, 
Of course they will not want to oppose the 
soldier or anything for his benefit, and yet if 
this is done by the present Congress it will] 
prevent the carrying out of the 
plans now made of reducing ex- 
penses very materially. To do_ this 
would, of course, be a mere piece of dema- 
goguery, a game to kill off the Democracy 
with the soldiers, or else steal their cam- 
paign ammunition in the way Bee taxes, 
yet it is believed by many that plan niay 
at least be attempted. 

THE STALWARTS AND THE REPUBLICAN 
PARTY. 

The Stalwarts say that the fate of the Re. 
ublican party now rests solely with them. 
‘he element which kicked out of the traces. 

they say, is entirely out now, and the control 
of the party belongs to those who, staid tn- 
side. A prominent and clear-head@d Massa- 
chusetts Stalwart here said, in talking of the 
situation: 

“The great mistake that the seceders of 
1882 made was in seceding. They ought to 
have seen that, for it was ay em the 
larger rebellion and secession of our South- 
ern brethren twenty years ago. The —_ 
mistake of the South was in going out of the 
Union. By doing that they left 
us in undisturbed control of the 
organization, and we whipped ‘em. So 
those whe left the party this year made their 
mistake. They went out of it and have left 
us in controi, and our duty will be to manage 
it the best we can.” 

‘‘And make the nomination in 1984?”’ 

“Yes, without doubt. The only question 
now is to find a man who will command the 
honor and high regard of the country, and 
who will thus get the votes of the ‘moving 
element,’ which left us this time. Of course, 
this will require great care, and itis only by 
great care that we are to succeed.” 

In New York, it is held by the friends of 
the Administration, the number of Repub- 
licans who voted for the Democratic 
candidates was much smaller than 
has been generally supposed. They say 
that the Democratic vote was about eight 
per cent less than in the last Presidentia) 
election, which proves that it has no great 
Republican accessions, while the Republican 
vote was forty per cent less than in 1880, 
This vote, they say, willcome out to support 
a candidate on whom the party can unite in 
1874, and will enable them to pull through 
again at that time.

Judge Van Wagoner Warmly Re- 
plies to Charges of Undue 
Haste. 

A Change on the Bench and Its Effects on the 
Barand Jail.

Before Judge Laugblin disposed of the 
docket this morning in the Criminal Court he 
called up the members of the bar and stated 
that Judge-elect Van Wagoner desired to 
make a statement. Judge Van Wagoner 
approached the bar and said: “May it 
please the court, I find from’the public press 
this morning—and I will not say I do not 
eare for the criticism, for I do care— 
that a seeming undue haste has been shown 
in taking my seat upon the bench so soon, 
and that I am thereby jeopardizing the right 
of some criminals who have been convicted 
before this court; the interests of the com- 
munity, and possibly the city will be put to 
great expense by my action, and that men 
may. escape justice. If it please your honor, 
I hold in my anand your letter asking me when 
I will take my seat, and suggesting a con- 
sultation that 1 might acquaint myself with 
the condition of the public business. At 
our first consultation you told me the condi- 
| tion of the docket, and I told you that if pos- 
sible I desired that this term should be oceu- 
pied by yourself. After examining 
things critically, i found mysel 
in this position. Turning to  sec- 
tion t12 on Criminal Court 1 found: ‘im- 
mediately after the election of said Judge the 
Register of the city of St. Louis shall trans- 
'mit te the Governor a certificate of such 
election. who shall thereupon Issue a com- 
to the person so certified to be 
elected as Judge of said Criminal Court. 
There no statute providing, requiring 
or permitting me to wait until! January 1. 
i883, as there is in the case of the 
Circuit Judges. Section 1022 provides that 
‘each Judge shall, within thirty days after 
the receipt of his commission, and before 
entering upon the duties of his office, take 
the oath prescribed by the Constitution of 
this State.

Samuel Leveair, the letter-carrier 
the corner of Chouteau and St. 
nues, was brought before the United States 
District Court to-day for trial und 
tence. It will be remembered 
he was arrested recently by 
officers the Postal Special 
The case was 
worked up by Emil Becker, of the local ser- 
viee Letter-Carriers’ Department, who was

the chief witness for the Government to-day. 
| Leveair’s plan was to open the letter-boxes 


' 


on the adjoining route, taking outa few let- 
ters before the hour ‘of collection by the 
regular route carrier. The other boxes in 
the vicinity were likewise opened in the same 


tway and a portion of the contents removed. 


The St. Ange avenue box was closely watch- 
ed by the postal detectives night and day, 
and shortly after 5 o’clock one morning 
Leveair was seen to approach the 
box, open it with iis key 
and remove some of the letters, 
among which were two decoys containing 
dollar bills. Leveair was tackled at the 
chief oftice when he came in for his delivery 
and the decoy money was found upon him. 
lie then owned up and was placed in jail to 
await indictment. This morning ex-Gov. T. 
C, Eletcher appearetl for tlie prisoner, 
a man of middle age and respectable ap- 
pearance, who appeared to feel his position 
acutely. There was practically no defense, 
and the jury without leaving the box re- 
turned a verdictof guilty. Leveair made an 
appeal to the court in his own behalf. He 
acknowledged that he had done wrong, 
but implored the court to pass a lenient sen- 
tence. His previous record he, said, was with- 
outa stain. He had served in the army and 
had been in positions of trust which until 
now he had not abused. For the sake of his 
family he hoped that the sentence would be 
light. 

Fx-Gov. Fleteher said that he had known 
Leveair for many years, and had in fact 
recomended him for a position in the Postal 
Departmen’. He wasa quiet, well-conducted 
man of regular habits, and hitherto had borne 
an excellent character. 

Judge Treat said that mail robberies of late 
had been too numerous for him to deal len- 
iently witha servant of the department who 
had been caught pilfering. It was necessary 
to make anexamplein this case. The sen- 
tence would be three yearsat hard labor 
in theChester Penitentiary. Ex-Gov. Fletcher 
as soon as sentence was pronounced 
stepped to the rear of the court-room and 
broke the intelligence to the prisoner’s wife, 
who was sitting with her sister. She fell on 
her sister’s neck and sobbed violently. Gov. 
Fletcher promised Mrs. Leveair to do what 
he could at Washington to secure executive 
ciemency in her husband's behalf. Leveair 
be removed to Chester to-night. 

A number oi witnesses trom New York 
were in attendance to give evidence in the 
case of Jacob Bitfart, who waf charged with 
appropriating a letter addressed to “Mrs. 
Biffar,” containing $26. The defendant 
took the letter from the “arrier 
on the route and held on 
to it and the contents. The jury this morn- 
ing heard the evidence and at once returned 
a verdict of guilty. The court sentenced 
biffart to three months imprisonment in the 
City Jail dating from September 11. 

William Kautfer was found guiity of fail- 
ing to erase the stamps from empty cigar 
boxes.

Aaron W. Brwneer, convicted at the last 
term of the court for counterfeiting,

The 
jury returned a verdict ot guilty, and the 
court at once pronounced sentence, $1,000 fine 
and three months’ imprisonment in the city 
ail.

A very interesting series of articles has 
lately been published in the Kangoon Ga- 
vette on “Life ofa Phongbee Kvoung.”’ or 
“IIpongyee Kyoung”’ forl notice itis as 
often spelled one way as the other. A 
“Phongyee Kyoung”’ Vet us take the easiest 
form) is a monastery to which the priests of 
Buddha, who have foresworn the pomps and 
vanities of cating rice and being constantly 
baked by a hotsun, retire “to spend their 
days unaffected by the ordinary cares of life, 
seeking perfection in order to cbtainits re- 
ward annihilation.”” The phongyee is thus 
Presented tous: “A man, with shaven head 
and clean but ugly face, sits in an inner 
room, resary in hand, cross-legged and 
chewing betel-nut--an a the loss of 
which would in most cases leave him with- 
out employment.

Brees tace, and an insipid smile plays on 
iis lips.

were constantly used for this purpose and 
remain to this day. Fragments of ancient 
tiles thus scribbled on have been found in 
many places. The island of Elephantine, on 
the Nile, is said to have furnished more than 
100 specimens of these memoranda, which 
are now in various museums. One of these is 
a soldier’s leave of absence, seribbled on a 
fragment of an old yase. Still quainter were 
the writing materials of the ancient Arabs, 
who, before the time of Mohammed, used to 
carve their annals on the shoulder-blades 
sheep. These ‘“‘sheep-bone  chronicles”’ 
were strung together and thus 
preserved. After a while sheaep’s 
bones were replaced by sheep’s 
skin, and the manufacture of parchment was 
brought to such perfection as to place it 
among the refinements of art. We hear of 
vellums that were tinted vellow, others white: 
others were dyed of a rich purple, and the 
writing thereon was in golden ink, with gold- 
en borders and many colored decorations. 
These precious manuscripts were anointed 
with the oil of cedar to preserve them from 
moths. Still more precious was the silky pa- 
per of the Persians, powdered with gold and 
silver dust, whereon were painted rare il!um- 
inations, while the book was perfumed with 
ottar of roses or essence of sandal-wood. Of 
the demand for writing material one may 
form some faint notion from the vast manu- 
script libraries of which records have been 
preserved, as having been collected by the 
caliphs both of the East and West, the former 
in Bagdad, the latter in Andalusia, where 
there are eighty great public libraries, besides 
that vast one at Cordova. We also hear of 
private libraries, such as that of a physician 
who declined an invitation from the Sultan of 
Bokhara because the carriage of his books 
would have required 400 camels.
